TUB bILVKK LKAGCB CONVKJSTION 


A circular from the Executive Com- 


mittee of the Humboldt county Silver 
League, addressed to the Silver Leagues 
of Nevada, baa been received by the Sec- 
retary of the Washoe county Silver 
League. Under the provision of Section 
12 of the Australian ballot law it is im- 
peratively necessary that the names of 
the candidate* for President and Vice 
President shall precede thb names of the 
•lectors. 
This necessitates another Sil* 


ver League Convention to decide what 
names fur President and Vice President 
•hall precede the names of the Silver 
party electors. 
As there is only one 


national ticket in the field which une- 
quivocally favors free coinage and the 
electors of the Silver party are pledged 
against all candidates who are not in 
favor of such coinage, the convention 
must necessarily indorse thnt ticket and 
resolve that the names of its candidates 
—Weaver and Field—shall precede the 
names of the electors on tbe ballot. 


The circular states that action on this 


matter requires immediate attention, as 
the nominating petition must be signed 
and filed with the Secretary of State 
thirty days before election. 


Tbe Silver Leagues should at once 


•elect 
delegates to 
this convention, 


though, as the JOURNAL understands it, 
according to the call every member ol 
tbe League is entitled to a seat in tbe 
body. 


A* tbe primary, and in fact the only 


object of the League is to secure the re- 
monetization of silver, the convention 
will reserve to itself the right to further 
instruct its nominees for 
Presidential 


electors whom to vote for should a con- 
tingency at present uoforseeti arise. It 
may be possible, as General Weaver du- 
clured when here, that he may not have 
votes enough to elect him, in which 
event he would endeavor to give his 
votea and his influence to a free coinage 
man who could be elected, if such a per 
son could be found. 
Though such a 


contiogence is improbable, yet strange 
things occur in politics, and it is well 
enough to be prepared by reserving the 
right to further instruct the Presidential 
electors. The silver men of Nevada are 
in the fight for free coinage and Cey 
must leave nothing undone to secure it.

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS. 


The People's party of Washoe county, Ne- 


vada, in mass convention assembled, endorses 
the nominees of the Omaha^ Convention, Gen. 
James B. Weaver and Gen. James B. Field, 
and the platform of said convention. 


"We demand a National currency, safe, 


sound and flexible, issued by the General Gov- 
ernment, full legal tender for all debts, public 
and private, and that, without the use of bank- 
ing corporations, a just, equitable and efficient 
means of distribution to the people at a tax not 
to exceed two per cent, per annum be provided 
as set forth in the sub-Treasury plan of the 
Farmer's Alliance, or a better system. Also, 
by payments in discharge of the Government's 
obligations for the public improvements. 
" We demand the free and unlimited coin- 


age of silver and gold at the present legal ratio 
of sixteen to one. 


" We demand that the amount of the circu- 


lating medium be speedily increased to not less 
than $50 per capita. 


'"We demand a graduated income tax. 
"W« believe that the money of this country 


should be kept as much as possible in the 
hands of the people, and hence demand that 
all State and National revenues shall be limited 
to the necessary expenses of the Government, 
economically and honestly administered. 


" We demand that postal savings banks be 


established by the Government for the safe de- 
posit of the earnings of the people and to facili- 
tate exchange. 


"Transportation being a means of exchange 


and a public necessity, the Government should 
own and operate the railroads in the interests 
of the people, 


" Telegraph and telephone lines, like the 


post office system, being a necessity for the 
transmission of news, should be owned and 
operated by the Government in the interest of 
the people, 


"Land, including all the natural sources of 


wealth, is the heritage of the people, and shall 
not be monopolized for speculative purposes, 
and alien ownership of land should be pro- 
hibited. All land now held by railroads and 
other corporations, in excess of their actual 
needs, and all lands now owned by aliens, 
should be. reclaimed by the Government and 
held for actual settlers only. 


"If Congress should determine the Nica- 


ragua Canal, ar any National waterway neces- 
sary, the same should be constructed, owned 
and operated by the Government, and we op- 
pose any subsidy or National aid to any private 
corporation for any purpose. 


'We demand free ballot and fair count in 


all elections, and pledge ourselves to secure it 
to every legal voter without federal interfer- 
ence, through the adoption by the States of 
the Australian or secret ballot system." 


That the railroad as a factor in our civiliza- 


tion is only valuable as a safe, cheap and rapid 
means of transportation for persons and prop- 
erty. That the monopoly of railroads has sub- 
verted their usefulness to the people by mis- 
management in operation, converting them into 
a dear and rapid means of transportation. We, 
therefore, heartily endorse the scheme of the 
San Francisco and Great Salt Lake JRailroad 
Company to construct a competing line of road 
across our State and country. 


We demand that a Conttitutional Conven- 


tion be called by the next Legislature for the 
abolition of unnecessary State offices, the re- 
duction of salaries and the adoption of measures 
for the general simplification and economical 
management of our State and county govern- 
ments. 


That the demonetization of silver was and is 


revolutionary and its continued demonetization 
is in the interests of the enemies of labor. That 
the miners have been robbed directly of mill- 
ions, and the people at large indirectly of unto Id 
millions more. Through its demonetization 
large fortunes have been secured by some, and 
immense fortunes by others at the expense of the 
labor and industry of the people, and our com- 
mercial aad industrial interests languish. 


That this convention of the People's party of 


Washoe county pledge the support of its mem- 
bers to all proper and just enterprises for the 
development of Washoe county and the State, 
which will protect the people in their property 
and material interests against enemies foreign 
and domestic.

Imagine the astonishment and bewil- 


derment of these three housekeeping 
girls. They were, however, persuaded 
into the enterprise, and got together 
thirty housekeeping girls like them- 
sel res, who came to their house and 
helped them. This year they made and 
disposed of 8,000 paper dolls. The or- j 
ders for the next year were larger than 
ever and had outgrown their home. 
They now engaged offices j the financial 
arrangement their mother took charge 
of, ana the packing and shipping fell to 
the father. In the midst of all this prep- 
aration the firm failed, and.they were 
left to struggle with discouragements 
and vicissitudes, as if they were in the 
great world indeed. 
Then came a proposition more aston- 


ishing than the last, which was to equip 
a novelty for an American bazaar in 
the Cyclorama of Niagara, London, 
and to throe girls who believed them- 
selves unknown outside of their homes. 
•Then came letters and propositions from 
here and there, and their wonder grew. 
But their fingers kept pace, and they 
foiyid themselves obliged to keep larger 
offices, to give themselves a firm name, 
and until scarcely realized by them- 
selves they found themselves swimming 
along gijly in the great current of 
trade. 
Now they added thirty more girls to 


their original thirty and to their paper 
dolls all sorts of pretty and dainty ar- 
ticles in paper. Then they bethought 
them of giving a reception and showing 
what women's fingers could do in paper 
The youngest of the trio had a prettj 
taste in decoration, and their Easter 
fete, for such it proved to be, gainet 
such renown that Cleveland begged for 
an exhibition of the same sort, after the 
manner of these two cities, who always 
covet one another's performances, and 
thither the sisters went, taking their 
pretty things. 


By and by the paper house from which 


they bought their paper wondered who 
this, their best customer, was and what 
he did with such quantities of colored 
papers. This curiosity was carried to 
the point of finding out. Imagine the 
firm's surprise. Thiee young and pretty 
girls, installed in one of the handsomest 
office buildings in tho town, and sur- 
rounded by Bisty more girls like unto 
themselves, were transforming their pa- 
per into banks of carnations, trailing 
vines of purple clematis, masses of peo- 
nies, jonquils and tulips, violets and 
sweet peas, butterflies With gilded wings, 
bonbon and powder puff bags, dressing 
table even dressed in paper, and glove 
case, sachet powder box, all of paper. 


Here was an idea, and this firm, whose 


commercial instinct was alert, immedi^ 
ately invited these young women to give 
displays of their work at their branch 
houses in different cities, and thus they 
made visits of triumph to Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Chicago, Milwaukee. 
The 


workrooms have grown again and they 
now employ from 80 to 100 assistants 
"Mamma is still our business manager," 
writes one of these in a friendly letter, 
"and we are happy also in having been 
of service to so many of otir friends, 
obliged to earn money as we were, but 
with no previous preparation."—New 
York Sun.
